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Spalding; over two bundred yards of good 
flannel were woven. The whole nation well 
instructed in raising orchards, cattle, and 
cultivating their lands ; over twenty thou- 
‘sand busbels of grain were raised yearly 
the last years, and even yet they retain that 
habit, and twenty-five thousand bushels of 
grain were raised by them last year and 
brought to their mill at Lapwai, and weigh- 
ed and ground for them. The whole na- 


tion, with the exception of a small camp, a 


church and school-going and Sabbath.ob- 


serving people, and the whole nation, with 


above exception, firmly attached to the 
American Government, and well instructed 
in its principles, Iam happy to say that 
they retain this fidelity to our government 
and people, as may be seen in the Gov- 
ernor's message to the last Legislature, 
where he speaks of them as “ affording an 


admirable example of Christian forbear- 


‘ance and fidelity under 
and sore temptations.”
